you know, that no man can know the rh; 207 of God, without the 
Spirit of God, you know the Scriptures laith ſo.

For to preach to a-people that hath not a ſaving light, nor the 
Spirit, the: things of God, they that cannot unde! ftand them, 
without the Spirit, and to take money” of them, is it not a robing 

4 ofthem, and a. cheating of them. and ought he not in juſtice to 
makereititution, for we do not know, a greater enemy to Chi ift 
aud his Ap9Riles, and plain Scriptures, this day in Evg/avd then he 
is, -as his practice hath made ic manifeſt ; and as for all his flande- 
rous expreilions in his private papers, we ſhall nor ſend abroad,.. 
but ler ther lie upon liim together with his lyes, nor lay/open his 
nakedne(s, weneed not, for.he hath laid it open in his own-Book 
ſufficiently, as will be-maaifeſt to every impartial Reader: 

Fiſt, That Paper which was (ent unto Thomas Hardy by Thomas - 
Curren , it was not ſent upand downin the _—_ as tis was, 
bur if he had (ent for a Coppy of it, he might haye had one; ſowe-

did not (erve him, ashe hath ph us; and ifchere had been any 
ercors, they ſhould have been made manifeit, (but he hath not) 
that the Reader might have read them, for\weare not afraid of 
our deeds coming to the Light. 

And our Paper was neither partial nor confuſed , as it will 
manifeſt it ſelf, and it is to the honour of truth. 

Andits he that (wallowes up the ample in errors, (as he ſpeaks 
of,) and hath vomited out the fame again; how many hath he 
vomiced out about Marchefter , but ſwallowed them up but for 
gain, ayd that which he hath vindicated is error. 

And whereas he ſaith, he was provoked tothis debate with the 
Quakers ; that is falſe, forit was his own Challenge; for friends 
would have diſcourſed with himin a Chriftian way, in his own 
Chamber, which he denyed, and bid them depart his Chamber gd 
and when Friends have come up in a Chriftian way to him, he hath 
threatned them by calling for the Jaylor ; and another time when 
Thomas Curwen came up in a Chriſtian way, he fhaked him by his 
Coat, as though he would have tore it from off his back, to thruſt 
him out of his Chamber, though often he came into our Cham- 
ber, and we never ſerved him fo, but diſcourſed as loug as he 
would. But this isthe thing, Major Wiggan in calling the Jaylor 
he wanted his Mageſtrates Sword, like a perſecuting Few, He!p 
men of Tjrael againſt he: Apoſtles, for theſe are the men that turnes the 
World upſide down, And this is Fob Wiggans patience and Chriſti- 
anſpirit, as he callsit 3: and he being a Priſoner we would never 
have brought him to publick ſhame, but he himſelf hath broughe 
it, therefore he may blame himſelf. 

And whereas he ſpeaks of being provoked, to the debate in de- 
fence of truth, Nay Fobn, thou art out of love, that art ſo ſoon 
provoked; and its cruth that torments thee, becauſe thou canſt 
not defend thy errors, thou canſt not chop and change with eruth, 
zs thou didft with the people at Mncbeſter, 

And what thou haſt ſet down afterward will appear. Andche 
contention of the Meeting was through thy felf, for thou waſlt the 
firſt man that brake the. order, (which was that all might (peak 
.oneby o0e) and burſt out into.a laughter, (when others were 
ſpeaking of the things of God) in an uncivil and immodeſt way, 
which begot thy own people into the (ame, and (o raiſed up wy 
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rude and uncivil ſpirit in thy \ people, that ſomie iwas fain to 
rebuke thee, who were [peaking of the things of God ; for the 
things of God are weighty, and (as the Scriptures faith) the fools 
heart is filled tull of Laughter, and that is the mark of a fool; and 
thou wait roo hot and pallionate to talk ſoberly : And doſt thou 
not remember what a paiſion thou was in, when thou diſcourſed 
with Richard Hubberthorn at Mancheſter, when one of thy own peo- 
ple did reprove thee; and doeſt thou not remember what violent 
hands thou laid upon Fohn Abrams, when he and F »mes Harriſon 
came to diſcourſe with thee of the things of God in a Chriſtian 
way, 41d what a rage, tury and paſllion thou waſt in, is not this a 
mark of a Novice, {o0n angry, and are not theſe unclean hands 
lifted upto God, will God accept them ? 

And waereas thou ſpeaks of Boaſting,that is thy own,& the Prin= 
Hple chat chyu would diſcourte upon was thy own chuling,though 
nothing thou haſt cleared to this day by the Scriptures of Truth, 

but manifeſted thy felt further in error; andas fordeteRing our 

perſons and carriages thou canſt not, but thy own carriage is de- 

re&ted; and (0 thou maiſt take ſhame that pleads againſt Truth,but 

God will honour his Truth, and chem that ſtands tor it,and happy 

would it be for thee ita place of repentance were found for thee, 

though thou maiſt have had many Eſaus Tears proceeded from 

thee through thy 4\gonies. And che unſavory fruits thon ſpeaks 

of, is thy own, by which thou deceive the Ig1oraat, and the leaſt 

that is (tmple i2 che truth difcernes thee, thy (pirit and principle, 

and are recia\med from the exror of thy way, and that makes thee 

fo rage agaiiiit them, 

And a> for thy additional accompt thou haſt given forth, by 
diſcourſe concerning the Light in every man, and thy intei preting 
the Scriptures, which indeed is perverting the Scriptures by thy 
addition, as will be further manifeſted aud proved. And as for 
thy Gying, if any of them ſhall yer perſiſt co maintain their error, 
here you will fiad an offer fi1rcher to debate the ditterence betwixt 
us before any perſon in Authority. 

An(w, It's Truth we maintain, againft thy errors, as we have 
done to all chy Brethren before thee till chis day,whoare all come 
to nought, Who have made ſuch havock upon us and our Goods z 
we have maintained it , ad ſhall maiutain it with our Lives to

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Death; 2gainffthy errors bebo what Mageftrate thou wile, as 
after will be manifeſt, or when thou wilt, or where thou wilt, for 
its eruth we ſtand for, and (uffer for. Andas for the perticulars, 
that thou wilt ſuffer for as well as we, and art not in the (ame 
Principle, gower and ſpirit, as the Saints be in,in that thou ſuffers 
but as an evildoer. 

And whereas thou talkeſt of a meaſure of the Spirit of God gi- 
ven unto thee, this is but to cover thy lies and errors, and to de- 
ceive withal; for if thou wert in the meaſure of the Spirit of God 
thy (elf, thon. wouldſt not deny it in others, and (o inthis thou 
art at enemy in thySpirit to every thing that we ſtand for, becauſe 
thou art not in the Spirit. 

And whereas thou ſayeſt,This #-2 relation of the occafion & manner 
of 2 Aebate had in the Caſtle at. Lancaſter the 17.day of the 1, Moneth, 
© c:Mmonly called March ) 1664. between me John Wiggan, . and 
George Fox, John Stubbs, and many other of the people called 
Quakers, about the Light within, 

Anſw, The diſpute was not George Foxes, nor Fobn Stubbs, but 
Thomas Curwens, and William. Wilſons, but George Fox, and Fobn 
Stubbs, liberty being granted, =P Fox hearing fuch grots er- 
rors laid down by F»bn Wiggan, he ſpake ſomething to contradit 
themby Scriptures, they being ſo groſs and manife(t; and fo this 
Book of Wipgany is not-only a relation of that, but of many other 
things cf his own addition, and private things ſent.abroad by him, 
and the truth of ir all may be.ſeen in the following anfwer, *' 

And what I Tho.Curwen (aid to thee as thou paſled through the 
great Hall, thou being a deceiver of the people, I bid thee leave 
of thy deceiving ; as yet thou couldeſt never clear thy (elf of be-

che voice of a ſtranger, and now thou haſt made ic manifeſt who 
denies Chriſt che Light to be ſaving ; and whereas thou woullefſt 
know whom thou halt deceived,there came a Womanfrom London 
to thee, to declare againſt thee, whom thou haſt long deceived. 

And there came a Man from $Stopphed, whom thou had deceived, 
co cry againſt thee,and there came F mes Parke to cry againſt thee 
and to diſcourſe with thee of thy deceivablenels, who {aw thy de- 
ceit, and turned away fromthee, when they came tothe light of 
Chriſt Jefirs which manifeſted thee, and ſaw thee to ben Preacher 
againſt Chriſt the light ; and all may ſee herein what is the end of 
thy Preaching, when thy work is to bring people from the Heaven- 
ly light of Chrift Jeſus within them; and lea 1 them uit» imaging. 
tions and whimlies, and fancies of thy own brain, and many others 
abour Mancheſter which might be inſtanced, which ſome of them 
hath been wich thee here, which thou long kept from the light 
of Chrift Jeſus within them, who now praife the Lord-that they 
are come from under the bondage, and have found Chriſt their 
Saviour and Leader and Light which thou denyelt. 

And whereas thou ſayeſt that I was raſh,& my cenfufres ground-= 
leſs in ſaying thou taught the way, and know it not thy (elf. 

Axſw, Thou haſt manifeited chou doſt not know the way, for 
there is but one way to God, whois Chrift, the Light that doth 
enlightereveryman,who doth enlightentheGentiles, &i3 the glory 
of Tjrael, and the Salvation to the ends of the Earth ; and Chrift 
faith, IT am the Light, aud Tam the way to the Father , and no man 
comes #0 the Father but by me, And this Light inevery man thou 
denies to be ſaving, which we fay it is ſaving or condemniag; to 
them that love it, it's ſaving,and to them that hate it, it's con» 
demning: and (o 1t's manitett that thou art a confeſler ot him, and 
a teacher of him in words as other Sets are; and the Devil could 
prea-h Chriſt in words without him, (andſaid thou art the Son 
of God)as thon doſt who denies him to be a Light in all men fa- 
vingly, and ſo dathall the Sects in Chriſtendom that preaches 
Chriſt in words foran end,and their gain, as thou didat Mancheſter 
at thy Chapels, and preached up thy Independant way z and thon 


- teftthepeoplein deluſionz didſt thou know Chrift then, though

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thou preach* himin words , OL (o doth all theſe before mention- 
ed know Chriſt the way, and (ach as held forth the Doftrine of 
Devils; Commanding to abſtain from. Meats, and forbiding to 
Marry, who went about to deceive (the Chriſtians and people of 
Chriſt the way,) in words for ſome end, but not intruth; and 
Antichriſts are not they,fuch as pretend to preach Chrilt in words, 
and yet knows him not, who is a myſtery. Anſwer me plainly, 
didſt thou ever hear Chriſts voice at any time, or haſt thou (een 
his ſhape 2 for if thou hadſt known him the way, thou would not 
have deay*d his Light to be ſaving to the World. And haſt thou 
not read Colof, of ſome that intruded into theſe chings they never 
ſaw, which neglected Chriſt the body and head, who is the way 
and Light, &c, And whereas thou fayes it is not pollible to teach 
the way, and knowit not, Mt, 2, 4,5. 27, 28. 12. the Phatiſees 
and the Priefts preached Chriſt. co come to Herod; and told when 
he ſhould be born, by the Scriptures, and yet knew him not to be 
the way when he came, but perſecuted him when he came, as thou

And as for me William Wilſon, I know nothing elſe thou livelt in 
but beggarly Rudiments, who denies Chriſt co be a ſaving Ligke, 
who enlightens every man; who (huts up the Gates of Heaven 
againſt men, and will neither goin thy (elf, nor ſuffer others to go 
in, And (hew me by plain Scripture where Chriſt calls taking of. 
Bread and Wine an Ordinance? for we do drink of the Vine, and 
and eat of the Bread that comes down from Heaven: And my 
words were-neither harſh nor rath, therefore thou duſt us wrong

Cor;2,c, d>th (ay that natural and (eaſual Men had never the ſpirit, 
and you may ſee how. this man perverts the. Scriptures and 
wrongs them for his own ends ; for theſe Scriptures ſpeaks no 
{itch things as he doth; and how can the natural man diſcern the 
things of the Spirit of God when that he grieves the ſpirit of God, 
by which he- ſhould. receive them, and errs from it, as in Jude, 
andis not led by it, Cor. 2.and Rom, 8. and they that quench the 
fpirit of Godin themſelves, will oppoſe it in others, as thou doſt 
and choſe that.are led by the {pirit of God, they are they that dil- 
cern ſpiritual thinggand they that quench it doth not;and thou re- 
peatsthe 2, of Cor, 2, to no-purpole for thee, and they cannot 
decernthe things of God that quenches the ſpirit, and errs from 
it,, but rhey can decern the things of God that are led by the (pi- 
rit of God; as if the. 1 Cor. 2. and this doth not ſay, he hath not 
the ſpirit of God,. thou wrongs the Scriptures in. that, and adds

leght; -aad all the ſerious people beheld thy vanity and weakneſs, 
and perverting the Scriptures.

Aud whereas then fay*f, that which G. F, ſpake was not to the 
purpoſe. then the Scripture thou brought was nor to the purpoſe, 
and herein thou haſt confuted thy ſelt , for that which he fpoke 
was tothe Scriptures thou brought to oppoſethe Truth ; bur it 
ſeemsthou art offended becanſe G, F.. ſpoke to the people, and 
opened the thinge>them, which makes'thee complain, manifeſt- 
ing that-chou would keep and lead there in bhndne(s and darknels, 
that thou might make a prey upon them till, And 
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 Andthe thing that thon nid wk before the people was, that 
ſome-men that comes into the World hath not the Spirit z and thou 
would prove it out of Fade; and when the Scripture was read, 
there was no ſuch words,and yet heaffirmed che ſane thing,chough 
he could not prove it, perveiting many Scriptures, aid yet could 
not make aiy to ſuite his purpoſe, and when G. F, let him ſee the 
{tme,he broke: aut 1nto a rage, and fury, and ſpoke when he was 
ſpeaking, and fo brake the civil order of fpeaking one by one; and 
whereas he faith, that in the Corinthians the manifeſtation of the 
ſpirit is given to every man to profit withal, was {puken to the 
Saints,or Church of God at Corinth, and not to the wicked.

Adis 2.2and Fobn x6. and the Apoltles words was every man, and 
not every Saint z doſt rhou not pervert the Apcſtles words here, 
and alſo them that were Paptifed by one Spirit, into one body z 
which were Saints; and this chou brings to prove, that the world 
that quenches, and grieveth, and rebelleth againſt, and errs from 
the Spirit of God, hath it not to reprove them; which any chat 
reads, but Scriptures may fee thy ignorance and darkneſs ; ad 
whereas thou gain-fayeſt , that the Apcitle ſpeaks ou!y that the

gether into one place, there the Apoſtle diſtinguiſhes his own 
_ 3 What ſhifrs art thou put too for to pervert the 
"ruth. 

And whereas thou fayeſt, this is ſaid to every man of them and 
not every man that comes into the World ; and now people ſee 
whether the Apoſtle faith, the manifeſtation of the Spirit is given 
to every one of youonly, and ſee how he contradi&s himſelf 
with the Scriptures he brings, and would pervert it; for the A- 
poitle ſaith, the manifeſtation of the Spirit is given to every man 
and not toevery one of you, x Cor. 12.7. and its given to them 
to.profit withal, whether they do or not, and Gods ſpirit is pou- 
red _—_ fleſh, and ſo this Scripture makes nothing for thy 

urpole. | 
, Andas for -Exodwus 19. 5. this doth not oppoſe Gods pouring 
out of. his Spirit upon all Fleſh As 2. and Nebem. 9g. was brought, 
how that God gave his good ſpirit to ſuch as rebelled againſt him; 
which thou aftirmed that wicked men had not the Spirit of God 
and we know that the Fewes wa« called the Church and people of 
God, though many of them fell, for their wickedneſs; but theſe 
that rebelled againſt it, had it, that were wicked people, which 
thou denyed, and (aid, that no wicked people had the Spirit of 
God, which after thou confeſſed , and fo haſt overthrown thy 
Aſﬀertion ; and fo thou faith and unſaith. 

Secondly, Thou faith, though it be ſaid he gave them his good 
Spirit, it will not follow that every particular or individual Iſra- 
elite had this good Spirit, but ſuch as were Iſraelites indeed. 

Anſ. Thou haſt confeſſed that the Righteous hath the Spirit of 
God, (thou art to prove chat the wicked hathitnot , and in 
Faſhuab the firſt, thereis nothing fpoken in that Chapter, that 
God dath not pour out kis Spirit uponall Fleſh, and that wicked 
men hath noe the ſpirit; there 4s nothing at all for his purpoſe ; 
all that reads it may fee: And as forRomans 2. 28, 29. Chis con- 
founds thee; all that reads jt may (ee, for this brings people te 
the ſpirit of God in them), that they may be Jewes in theſpirics 
aad the Romans its known, they had been Heathens and wicked 
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(29) 
people, yet-they had che Spirit; and al being not Tſruel that Be if 
Ijrael, Rom, 9. 6. we know that neither are all true Chriſtians that 
faith they are-Chriſtians 5 but are ſuch Iſraelites and Chriſtians 
that quench the (ſpirit as thou doſt ; but thou denies that all men 
have tt, and fo appoles the very Doftrine of the Apoſtles and 
Prophets. | 

And whereas thou ſay*ft, that ſaying in the 9, of Nebem. muſt be 
reſerved thus, Moſes had that good Spirit , and God promiſed to take 
off that good ſpirit that was upon bim, and put upon the ſeventy Elders, 
Numb, 11, 17. thus Joſhuah was a mmm in whom was the Spirit, 
Num. 27, 18. and bad another ſpirit than many others had, and was 
fitted thereby for the condud of the Congregation, Numb, 27. 16, but it 
cannot bence be inſerted, that all or any of the fleſhly ſeed of Abra- 
ham, or ſuch as were born after the fleſh had the ſpirit, but ſuch onely 
as were borni after the Spirit, Gall. 4. 23, 29, 

Anſ. This is Fobn Wiggan's concluſion, and meaning upon theſe 
Scriptures which be hath brought to prove, that every man that 
comes into-the world hath not the Spirit : which are not to that 
purpoſe at all, and doth the g. of Nehem, ſpeak that Foſpnub had 
the ſpirit, and Moſes, and that it; was put upon the Elders, and 
was theſe them that Rebelled and (lew the Lords Prophets , and 
curned againſt him ; what Prophets of the Lord did they ſlay. be- 
cauſe thou ſayeſt that in Nebem, mud be reſerved that Moſes had the

be vexed and troubled ; and as for Namb, 11.& 17. doth nots 
provethat the Child: en of I/rael hail not the (pirtt of God ; nor. 
Numb, 27.16, 18. for that faith, God is the fpirit of allfeth; thac 
Proves againlt thee ; for the Children of Iſrael had heard the yoice 
of God, and knew the power of Gyd when thy came out of Egrpt, 
and knew his Law,-and ſo be was'called their Godz and (> they 
knew the things ot God , which they could not have done hut by 


theipiric of God ; and Myſes ſaid they were the, Children of,

14. and they were to hearkew' 
diligently tothe voice of God, &c, and he had ſet his peoplethe 
Fewes the ſeed of Abrahamafterthe fleſh above all Nations of the 
Earth, Dez. 28. and yet thou fayeſt, all Iſrael, nor any after the 
fleſb, had not the Spirit z and Gall, 4. 2, 29. doth not prove that 
Iſrael after the fle[h had not the Spirit, becauſe, they were not 
born after it; for thoſe that perſecutes them that are born after 
the (pirit, grieves the (pirit of God in themſelves; as Chriſt ſaid, 
the Kingdom of Heaven was in the Phariſees that perſecuced, and 
the Jewes that ſtopt their Eares, and ſhut their Eyes, and would 
not hear,nor ſee, leaſt they ſhould have been converted and healed ; 
and that which they ſtopt their Fares, and ſhut their eyes too, 
plainly appears it was the Spirir, elſe what did they backilide and 
erre from, and quench, and grieve; ſoit is evident that all theſe 
Scriptures thon haſt brought, is to no purpoſe to prove that all 
men hath not the ſpirit: And whereas, thou brings Gall. 4. 6. of 
ſich as were Sons of God, they may, and oft do grieve the [pirit 
of God, it d»th not fay they may, and oft do grieve the Spirit, in 
the Epheſ. 4. 30. but this thou brings that the Sons of God grieves 
the Spirit of God, and quenches it, and not the wickedz was there 
ever the iike heard, for we ſay, and the Scriptures faith, ir is the 
wicked that grieves the Spirit of God, and thou fayeft, it is the 
Sons of God; and as for A@s the 7, 5. which we alledge, which 
ſpeak of their rebelling, vexing, and reliſting of the Hdly Spirit ; 
aud by this it is manifef that they had the huly Spirit, agreeable 
to thatin the 16, of Fobn,and theſe were they that oppreſt Chriſt, 
as a Cart under Sheaves, and (uch vexed the Spirit,as in Eccleſ. 
Ad whereas, thon (ayeſt, all that do grieve, vex, and riſift the 
Spirit of God, have it not ; bnt they reſiſt the Spirit of God in the Pro- 
pbets : This is thy meaning, we know they refiſt the Spirit of God 
$1 the Prophets,” when they fu ſt grieve it in themſelves, as thou 
dofſt; and as in the fourth of Fobn the World receives himnot z 
how ſhould they z when they hate the Light, andreliſt it, as thon 
doſt 3 but the Spirit reproves them , therefore, they have it, 
though they cannot receiveit, gor 1eceive Chriſt, but hate him, 
and ſoit is thouthat grieves Gods ſpirit in his Servants. 
And whereas, 'thon ſayeſt, when Steven ſaid they dv refift the holy 

Gboſt, it wat the Spirit in bim, by which be ſpakg, 651n Atts 6, 10, 
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ns in likg manner they reſiſted RE in the Proppets, as Ads 7, 52, 
which of the | Prophets have net your Fathers perſecuted, &c, This a- 
gain is thy meaning, but the Scriptures dothnot fay as thou ſaith, 
tor thoſe that relifted the Holy Ghoſt in Stephen had received the 
Law of God by the diſpoſition of: Angels, &c, A&s 7.53. now 
the Law of God was the things of God, and the Angels miniſtring 
Spirits ſo theſe that had the things of God had the (pirit of God, 
and when they kept not the Law of God they quenched and reliſt- 
ed the ſpirit of God, both in themſelves and others. 

And whereas thou ſayeſt, when the mighty power of God was put 
forth in ſignes and wonders in Egypt, and the Wilderne(s, Numb, r 4. 
11. 22, and they believing not his Spirit not in them, but put forth thoſe 
mighty workes ; and ſpeaking in ]oſhnah and other faithful Witneſſes 
for God in that day; thus the ſpirit of God was vexed in Noah and 
Lot, by the wickedneſs of the Old Worid, and nit in the wiched, who 
being ſtrangers, and without God in the world, 

Anſw. None of thele Scriptures doth (ay as thou fay'ſt, that 
the wicked had not the Spiric of God co grieve, but that it was 
only grieved in Foſhuzh, Noah, and ſuch like z as for Numb, 14. 
ſuch as had ſeen the wonders of God ten times, and yet did nor 
hearken to the voice of God, and therefore they erred in their be- 
liefe, as verſ, 14. now how can theſe hear the voice cf God and 
have not the ſpirit of God. 

Andthe Apoſtle ſaid, they did all drink of the ſpiritual Rock, 
and all eat of the (piritual Meat, and the Rock that followed them 
was Chriſt; and yet thou ay*lt, they had not the Spirit of God 
©o grieve inthem, 1 Cor. 10. 3, 4, 5. and when they luſted and 
tempted God, and murmured againft God and fell , thea they 
grieved Gods ſpirit ; and yet thou ſay'ſt,they had it not to grieve, 
bur it was only grieved in others ; and had it been ec with 
the Lord in one day to cauſe 230900. to fall,if they had not grieved 
his Spirit which he gave them, and fo they griev'd tum : and doſt 
thou not believe that the Apoſtle and thoſe Corinthians had the 
ſpirit of God, who (ayes, ler not us tempt God, as they tempted 
him, nor murmur as they murmured ; and Heb, 3. the Apoſtle 
fayes today if you will kear [ his voice Jhardennot your hearts asin 
the provocation in che day of temptation inthe Wilderneſs, when 
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hearts, if it was not from the ſpirit, for when they had heard God, 
they did provoke him, though all that came out of Egipt did not 
provoke him, for as the Goſpel being preached to all Nations, the 
word was preached to them, but the word did not prokt them, 
not being mixed with faith in them that heard it, Heb.3.and Heb.g, 
and in Rom; 10. The word of faith which- they preached was inthe 
misth, and in the heart, which all bad heard, and can any hear the 
word, and havenot theſpwit, and is not the word ſpiritual, for 
doth not the Apoſtle ſay tothe Romans, which had been Heathens, 
aid Miſes tothe Fewes, Det. 30. from the 10.to 15. verf, which 
faith, It was nt far off, nor bidden from them, which faith, the 
need t ſay, Wh. ſpl aſcend up into Heaven, or beyond the Sea to 
bring it, but the word is very nigh, even in thy beart, andinthy mouth, 
that thou maiſt do it, (o good, and evil, life, and death, was ſet be- 
f»:e chem, aid tins was ſpoken as well to thoſe that did diſobey 
G ul, and for their wickednefle, ſhould be.ſcattered among the 
Naci-1»z if hap*ly thence they ſhould turn from their wickedneſs, 
and turn unto .the Lord, and-then they need not ſay, who-ſhall 
g0 upto Heaven, or tO beyond the Sea to bring the word, for it 
was very nigh them, in their hearts, andin their mouths, that 
they. might obey and doit, and the Scripture witnefles the fulfil 
3g of this upon many of them, 

And whereas thou ſayeſt, That the ſpirit was vexed in Noah, and 
not 31: the old World, this is contrary to-the Scriptures, for the 
Lord aid, My ſpirit. ſh2!l not alwayes ſtrive with man, and how 
that the Sons of: God jaw. the Daughters of Men, and took, of them 
Wifes of all that they choſe , and how that al fleſh bad corrupted its 
way, Which ſhewes they had a way before they corrupted it ; but 
thou ſayeft they had not the ſpirir,doth not the-Apoſtle ſay, 1 Pet.3, 
13, 19, 20. verſ. That Chriſt preached to the ſpirits in Priſon, which 
ſometimes were dijobedient, when the long-ſuffering of God waited in 
tbe dayes of Noab z- and what Prifon is this, and what Priſon is ic 
that the Priſoners of hope muſtſhew themſelves forth, and as it ' 
3s written, Sodom gave its ſelf over to fornication, &c, where- 
fore God brought his vengeanceupon them,whe judges the World 
zn righteoulnel(s; this ſhewes a-tranſgreſhon, that they went from 
the g20d, and gave. themſelves up to. wickedneſs, as ſpiritval 
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Sodom does now, and'if wicked Men have nct the ſpirit, (as thon 
iſt) how then can God, who is a ſpirit, judge the World in righ- 
*ecoufnefs, and doth not the Apoſtle juſtifie the Heathen Phylcſo- 
phers for ſaying, We all live and move in God, Atts 17. 27, 28. 
that if hap'ly they might feel after God, and tinde him, thorvgh 
he be not far from every one of us; and how can they feel after 
him and have not his ſpirit, which thou ignorantly with thy mind 
puft up, ſayes, they haveit not ; and becauſe the Saints was a ha- 
bitation of God through the Spirit, therefore, thou aſſerts 
wicked men have not the ſpirit to vex and grieve it; but this 
proves it not, that ſuchas be without God in the World; and 
ftrangers have not the ſpirit of God in themſelves to grieve and 
vex, thou ſaith ; for that which may be known of God, was mani- 
feſt in them, and when they knew God, they did not glorifie him 
as God, but became vain in their imaginations, and changed the 
truth of God into a lye, ſuch becomes ſtrangers to the life of God, 
Rom, 1. (© theſe Scriptures overthrowes thy afſe; tions,and proves 
that wicked men grieves the ſpirit of God in themſelves, as well 
as in others. 
And whereas thou faiſt, Fob. 16. 7, 8. if I depart, T will ſend 
the Comforter, &c. tho (aiſt by this promiſe Chriſt makes, is to 
ſend the holy Ghoſt after his departure ; it is evident enough that 
this Scripture can be no proof of thy aſſertion, (ro wit) that eve- 
ry man that comes into the world hath not the holy Ghoſt; for if 
every man hadhim when he came into the world, what need was 
there he ſhould be ſent to them, after Chriſts Aſcenſion ? nay ra* 
ther, this ſhews they had him not before he was ſent , and fo not 
till after Chriſts departure , which deftroyes thy opinion; yet 
thou grants the holy Ghoſt is come after Chriſt aſcended, to the 
Apoſtles, and to reprove the World; fo by this thou haſt over- 
thrown thy own opinion and affertion; and we ſay that Chriſt 
doth enlighten every man that comes into the World, and is a Sa» 
viour, and the Light is ſaving; and the holy Ghoſt is given to re- 
prove the World, and lead the Saints; and its proved before that 
the wicked reſiſted the holy Ghoft, before Chriſt came in the fle(h, 
| and the holy Ghoſt was given to the Diſciples after Chrift was a- 
| ſeended, and he ſhoutd reprove the World; but thou denies ic, 
& 1d (ayes, they nave it not; and-ſo deines plain Scripture, and 
perverts 
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perverts our Words; for ſhe Words is, That Chriſt doth enlightea 
every Man that comes into the World; and (ayes, believe in the Light, 
and the holy Ghoſt reproves the World for their unbelief in the 
Light which leads the Saints unto all Truth. | 

Secondly, Thou fayes, this promiſe is made particularly to the 
Diſciples of Chriſt, Twill ſend him to you, and not unto the World, 

Anſw. Why doſt thou wrong the Scriptures, doth it not fay, 
when he comes, He fall reprove the World of Sin, Righteouſneſs, 
and Fudgment ; of Sin, becauſe they believe not in bim ;-wa- ls (cas 
then only to the Diſciples, and not tothe World? read F bz 15. 
7, 3, 9, 10. over again, and (et thy own ignorance and darknelz; 
and its ſufficiently proved that the wicked reliſted the holy Guſt 
before Chriſt came; as alſo they that killed the Prophets, and alſc 
ics proved that Chriſt did ſend the Comforter to his Diſciples at= 
terhis Aſcen{zou , which Spirit (hould reprove the World; and 
though the Diſciples wereled into all cruth by the Spirit,by which 
they was to preach the Goſpel to all Nations, that the name of 
Chriſt might be ſpread over all; this doth not diſprove the ſpirit 
of reproving the World z which thou in thy ignorance brings to 
prove that the World hath not the ſpirit to reprove them and in 
the 17. of Fobn Chriſt (aith, that they all may be one as thou Fa- 
ther art inme, and | incthem, that the World may believe that 
thou haſt ſent me: Now how can the Worldbelieve, if they have 
not the Light and the Spirit in them to believe in, ſeeing kelievers 
bath the witneſs in themſelves 7 and as for Chriſts Miracles and lignes 
which ſome believed, and (ome gain-faid; for ſome (aid, he did 
Miracles by the Prince of Devils, ſuch ſtop their eares and cloſed 
their eyes, leaſt they ſhould be converted; as Ads 27. 

And thou fayeſt,the holy Ghoſt was poured upon none but who 
repented and believed ; this is thy ſaying, who art ignorant 
of the Scriptures, which ſaith, God wonld pour out bis Spirit 
pon all Flefb, Ads 2, Foel 2. {. 16. and fuchas repented and 
believed received the holy Ghoit, and others relifted it, and quen- 
ched ir, fo that here is a difference betwixt the Believers and 
LInbelievers, for the one receives it, the cther reje&ts it, though 
it be powred out upon all, as Chrift ſaith, The Word was ſuxene in 
the Field (which is the World ) it was ſowne upon all Grounds, up= 
on the Thorney, #be Bryrie, the High-way, and the ſtony Grouzd ; =

who bronght forth fruit, but C; LA Mat. 13. and this 
ſufficiemly-proves that the ſpirit is powred upon all fleſh, and 
Heb, 6. which (peaks of ſuch as were once enlightened, ani! b14 tas 
fied of the Heavenly gift, and was made partakers of the Hply Gb/ft 
and taſted of the good Word of God, and if they ſhall fall away E. 
were zmpoſſible t0 renew them 47ain t: repentance, ſeeing they erucify 
(the Lord of Glory ) the Son of God afreſh, and put him to open ſhame ; 
and now Prieſt W:ggan ſayes, theſe wicked men had not the ſpirit, 
nor was not enlightened, yet they crucifyed Chriſt -afreſh, and 
put him to open ſhame ; and thus with his wiſdomehe abuſes the 
Scriptures, though he hath long made a Trade of them. 

And whereas thou makes a preamble upon our words, wherein 
we replyed to'thy affertion-(to wit) that no wicked man had the 
ſpiric of God, but only the Saints, and thon did affirm that Ba- 
lazm had not the ſpirit of God; and we proved that Bzlaam had 
the ſpirit. of God, and heard the word and voice of God, as 
Numb. 24. and now thou haft overthrown thy own affertion, and 
confefſes that Balaam and Sau! had the (pirit of God, which thou 
confeſſes was wicked men, and thns thou haft (plit thy ſelf upon 
the Rock, and overthrown thy Foundation, for before thou af« 
firmed none had the ſpirit of God but believers; and Balaam 
prophecyed of great things tothe Fewer, and God (poke to 
him, ard we know there is adiffererice betwixt thoſe that grieves 
the ſpiric, 'and thoſe that walks init; and before thon was ig19- 
rant of theſe Scriptures, as Bilaam and Saw! having the ſpirit of 
God, and now thou contefſes that wicked men may have it u9on 
ſome occaſions, but (ayes all wicked men hath it not, read over 
again Fob, 16. Afis the 24, That the Hnlv Ghoſt ſhould reprove

Anſ. This doth not follow nor prove that all are not enlighten« 
ed with a ſaving light, becauſe, the God of this World hath blin« 
ded the minds of them that doth not believe; nor it does not o« 
verthrow the promiſe of God, who ſaid he would give Him for a 
Light to the Gentiles to enlighten them , who was the Glory of Iſrael, 
Luke 2. 32. and he ſhould be Gods Salvation to the ends of the Earth, 
Iſa. 42. 49. 6. and 1/2, 52. 10, where the Lord ſaid, Is it a light 
thing that be ſhould be his ſervant to raiſe up the tribes of Jacob, and 
reſtore the preſerved of Iſrael ; but faith the Lord, T will give thee for 
Light to the Gentiles, that thou may'ſt b: my Salvation to the ends of 
the Earth: and when Chrift came, he (ſaid, 1 am the Light of the 
World; and he that followes me ſhall not walk, in darkneſs, but ſhall 
have the lizht of Life, Fob, $. 12.6: Fobn which came to bear wit- 
neſs of the true Light, faith, That, that was the true Light which 
lighteth every mm that cometh into the World, (and he ſayes) that alt 
men through him might believe : and Chriſt faith inche 12. of Fobn,

5. (o this clearly overthrowes thee an} 
thy aſſertion, to be inthe darknels, and not tov comprehend rh3 
Light which ſhines in thy darkneſs, for he that believes in the light 
is ſaved by it,and he that does not,is condemned ; and Chriſt whe 
is the Light, is the Saviour ; {© this proves that the World is lights 
tened with a ſaving Light; though they neglect their Salvation 
and God is juſt, in judging of _ ; andthe Saintsthat believe , 
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the Light, and beeomes chilacd ; the Light, i ſhines in their 
bearts, and gives them the knowledge of the Glory of Goagg the face of 
Feſis Chriſt, 2 Cor, 4. but them that hate the light, Fobn 3. comes 
to be darkened, and does not know the Father and che Son as the 
Saints do, for they become haters cf their Salvation and as thou
